Herod was a bay horse and was six years older 
than Eclipse, having been foaled in 1758. He Avas 
himself a superior race horse. He aa’ou his first 
five races, three of Achicli were matches for 1.000 
guineas a side. He Avas sent to the stud in 1770 
.md for a time outbred even the great Eclipse and 
in the course of nineteen years his progeny won 
$1,007,525 in money, seA*eu cups and forty- three 
hogsheads of claret. They believed in “something 
on the side’’ in those days. He died in 1780, the 
same year that his grandson, Diomed, Avon the first 
Epsom Derby. This Diomed AA’as brought to this 
country and founded a groat family, of Avhicli the 
perfect floAVor Avas Lexington. Through Diomed 
and the other famous Herod horse Glencoe, there 
is more Herod blood in the United States than in 
England. Herod’s ancestry was:

LOriSVir.LE-, Ky., August 21. — Four candidates 
for the coming $."»O.ti00 1.4)tonia rhampionship Stakes 
liooked np in the Travers Stakes at Saratoga. 
War I’enn.mt. War Zone, War Rocket and Tirnis. 
an«l wiiile none of them won the $12. ."00 affair, all 
s|iow*‘d to g«MMl advantage, with the excepti<»n of 
the l.ist iiaine«|. which, according to reiM»rts. went 
to tin* jMist a trifle sore. War rennant, the lone 
eligible in the ri«h event Of roinniander .1. K. L. 
Ross, sent his stock skyward by his performance 
in tin* Travers, as he finislied second to Hannibal 
over llie route of one and one-quarter miles, .and 
the time for the raee was 2:02%. What makes his 
showing all the better is the fact that he had up 
120 iMMinds. and this is within two pounds of his 
:illolm«‘nt in the I.atonia Championship Stakes. 

As soon .IS War Rennant showed a return to his 
g«»o«l form this summer many shrewd horsemen 
made the prediction that he will prove formidable 
in the big race at the Covington course. He was 
highly regarded by ('otntn.ander Ross and trainer 
<;ny Redwell, ladh contending all along that if 
he li:id lM‘en himself last spring he would have 
i!ia«h* the Iw'st tltree-year-olds in the country hustle 
to be:it him. Redwell worked on him with might 
and main in :in effort to g t him ready several 
months in adv:ince of the Jjiitonia ('hampionship 
St:ik**s. so that he would have plenty of time to put 
him ihrongh the hard work inaessary to fit him 
to go over the long route of one mile and three- 
quarters. 

RACE APPEALS TO COMMANDER ROSS. 

It is just siu'h a stake as the L.-itonia Champion- 
ship that Commander Ross loves to go after, as he is 
the type of sportsman who likes to see the best thor- 
oughbreils in the country contest against his horses, 
and he was much disapprdnted when he discovered 
that neither Sir Rarton. winner of the recent Ken- 
tm-ky Derby, nor Rilly Kelly, his stablenmte. which 
flnishe«l se<*(»nd to him in that event, were eligible 
to it. Hiid he owned these two crack three - 
year-olds at the time nominations were ladiig made 
for this year’s race he would have had them both 
in. but the entries had closed long before he ac- 
<iulre«l either of them. 

A. K. .M.-M'omber nominated War Rennant f<»r it, 
jind tills had mnch to do with his transfer to the 
Ross establishment. The wealthy Canadian could 
not affonl to 1 h* left out in the cold entirely. 
;md it begins to look now as thougli he made an 
exisdlent selection in purchasing War Rennant to 
represent him. The former Ma«*omlx*r colt is bred 
TMi-ll enough to have plenty of staying qualities, he 
being a son of .Hm Gaffney — Maltha, and he has 
spe«‘d and gameness thrown in with his ability to 
go a long route. 

His ra<-e in the Travers evidently will do him 
;i h»t of giMid. jis it w;is his first st.-irt over such 
a distance siine he began doing so well after a long 
l:iy up. At the end of the first mile he was within 
ihns* lengths of Hannibal, and the lattiT was fairly 
winging as lie ran this distam*e in During 

the final quarter War Rennant did not make up 
mu<h ground, but neither did he lose any, and it is 
no disgrace for a horse to Ik* tK*aten in tiie time the 
'I'rav^u's was run. 

ELIGIBLES SOON COMING WESTWARD. 

It will be hut a few weeks now until the more 
import.int eligibles for the Championship Stakes 
head westward, as their trainers want to put on 
til* finishing tomhes of their training over the 
c. u:se where the big race will be decided. In ad- 
( ition to tlint quite a few of them have also nomi- 
nated their Latonia Championship hopes for the 
Le.xington ('up Handicap, to be run at Ix*xington 
in h ss than a month from now. and the Twin City 
l!.:ndicap, one of the big features of the coming 
I-a!o:iia meeting. The former will be at one and 
one -half miles, while the latter will prove still 
better at testing tlie stamina of the thoroughbreds, 
as it will be at one mile and five-eighths. , 

Harry Rieivogel, assistant to general manager 
Matt Winn at Ijatonia, has just returned from a 
sojourn in New York. Saratoga and vicinity, and 
he said that the I,.atonia ('hampionship Stakes is 
uppermost in the minds of the horsemen in that 
si'ction. even those who have no reiiresentation in it. 

“Stakes worth $50,(K)0 are too rare not to get 
jieoph* excited over them,” Rreivogel said, “and 
I hMik for more ptMqile to make tiie trip from New 
York and other eastern cities to Latonia next fall 
than go to I,iouisville to see the Kentucky Derby 
run annually. I know personally a large numl)er 
of iwrsiau- wb * -vv thni* first visit to a Ken- 

iiicky race track in the autumn this year at 
Latonia. and tiie stake is the magnet that is attract- 
ing them. We will b<* at our wits’ end trj'ing to 
accommodate them all. as I look for more iM*ople 
to be at the I-atoni:i race trai-k on the day that 
the ('hampionship is run than have ever seen a 
Kentucky Derby, but our plant is a pretty big one, 
and we are making it larger t*ach meeting.”

OPENING OF THE BIG GAME SEASON 

The «4eason for shooting big game is close at hand 
in certain states ami Canadian provinces. In fact, 
yie male deer season is already oi>en in California, 
hunting having begun on August 1. It continues 
until 8eptembi‘r 14. for bucks witli the following ex- 
ceptions: Male deer, except spike bucks, in dis- 

tricts 2 and 3, August 1 to September 14; in dis- 
trict 4. .\ugust l.'i to September 1.3; in districts lYj, 
4*4, 23. 2.5 and 26. August 1.5 to October 14. 

In east Oregon the season oiiens on September 1 
and lasts until October 31 for buck deer, witli this 
excei>tion that east of the Cascades tlie open season 
for buck deer in Tnioii and Wallow’A Counties be- 
gins September 10 and ends on November 10. 

In South Carolina the deer season begins Sep- 
teinb«*r 1 and closes on December 31. 

In Virginia the deer season begins September 1

Ill northwest territories the season opens Sep- 
teml>er 1 j'-nd closes April 1 for male deer and 
moose. The goat season begins on September 1 
and lasts until April 1. 

In Quebec the season for deer and male moose 
begins Septemlier 1 :iud closes December 31, with 
this exception: Open season for deer and bull 
moose in Labelle. Ottawa, Pontiac and Temixeam- 
ing I*rovinces is from October 1 to November 30. 

In Yukon the oim*ii season for male deer, moose, 
caribou, elk, goat and sheep is from September 1 
to March 1. 

In Nova Scotia the season for male caribou opens 
September 16 and closes October 15.. Male caribou 
may be killed In Inverness and Victoria Counties 
only. Tliere is no open season for big game on 
CaiM» Breton Island. 

In Alliertn the season opens on September 1 and 
continues until October 31 for goat and for male 
sheep.

CHIC.V(;o, 111.. August 21. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois — Fair toniglit :ind Friilay;* somewhat cooler 
tonight. Missouri — Fair tonight and Friilay; slightly 
<-oolor tonight in south and east central portions. 
General forecast — The indications for fair weather 
in this forecast district during the next thirty-six 
liours.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 21. — Amendments 
to the food control act imposing a $5,000 fine and 
imprisonment of two years for profiteering were 
ordered favorably rex>orted today by the house 
agricultural committee. The legislation was pro- 
posed by Attorney General Palmer and extends the 
terms of tlie act to include among the list of 
necessities “wearing apparel, containers of food, 
feed or fertilizers, fuel oil and natural gas.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aiigu.st 21.— The President 
has not the pow’^r to declare peace by proclamation, 
nor could lie consent in any circumstances to take 
such a course prior to the ratification of a formal 
treaty of i>eace by the Senate. President Wilson 
so wrote Senator Fall today in answer to one of 
the twenty w’ritt<*n questions the senator presented 
1 at the White House conference Tuesday'. 

GALVESTON, Texas, August 21.— Seven of the 
Mexican bandits wiio robbed sailors from tlie United 
States cruiser Cheyenne off Tampico last month 
have b«‘eii ai»prelieiided and put to death by the Car- 
ranza authorities, according to an official report 
from Gen. Pueblo Gonzales to Mexican consul Meade 
Fierro here, made public today. The report states 
the bandits had proi>erty of the sailors in their 
possession. 

WASHINGTON, I). C., August 21.— The senate 
w’as informed today by President Wilson that tlie 
United States government was not aw’are of any 
armed interference by Nicaragua in Costa Rican 
affairs, and that tlie state department repeatcnlly 
had urged Nicaraguan officials not to make any such 
interference. The president’s message W’as in re- 
sponse to a resolution by Senator LuFollette. 

ROANOKE. Va., August 21. — Thirteen passengers 
were injured — none seriously — in tlie derailment of 
u Norfolk and Western passenger train near Boyce, 
Va., early today. Five cars left the track, in- 
cluding two Pullmans en route from southern iioints 
to New York. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., August 21.— The Mexican 
ambassador here has been instructed by liis govern- 
ment to protest to tlie state department against the 
dispa tell of American troops across the Wrder and 
to request their withdrawal, according to a state- 
ment issued at Mexico City yesterday. 

W’ASHINGTON. D. C., August 21.— The nomina- 
tion of A. Mitchell Palmer to be attorney general 
was confirmed by the Senate witlioiit opiiosition late 
yesterday. Mr. Palmer’s confirmation marks the 
end of a fight against liis apimintmeiit, wliich 
c*enterod about his administration of tlie office of 
alien proiierty custmlian. 

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, August 21. — Collisions 
between liermun ami American sailors on Tues4lay 
at Neufahrwaswr resulted in the wounding of sev- 
eral civilians and one German seaman, according to 
Danzig dispatches received liere today. Nenfarh- 
wasser is a seaport four miles north of Danzig. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 21. — Three maskeil 
bandits held up a Ix>nisville and Nashville passen- 
ger train between ('olumbia and Pulaski early toila^ 
and escaiied witli valuable mail and express pack- 
agi's.
